Many questions which are actually iBGues 
of ba<le public policy are being decided by 
officials In the secret stage of negotiations, 
with congress and the public compelled either 
to accept an accomplished fact or to repud' 
late the executive branch on the basis of In- 
adequate Information, 

Such Uioei definitely belong In the public 
arena. Any officials who try to keep them 
out of It are deprln^g the people of their 
rlBntful' role In a democracy. The time to 
discuss a fundamental shift in national policy 
Is before — not after — it is made. 

The gtcurlty problem is admittedly delicate 
In an age when military and scientific prog- 
ress so often are closely Intertwined^ There's 
no doubt science Is Eulferlng from the UmltU' 
tlons of secrecy; the free lnterchange_of Ideas

To some extent, of course, this can't bs 
helped. But our Iccy defense men probably
